TWO KINDS OF EDUCATION. 


Ex-President Hayes took advnntag 


of his opportunity at Henry C. Bowen' 
Fourth ot July celebration in Wood 
stock, Conn-, to delives an argument i: 
favor of National Education, the Soul] 
to be the sole beneficiary. This hobb 
has been revolving for some time in th 
brains of a email number of politician 
who prefer to pose as philanthropist 
and the friends of the people, a roll in 
which Mr. Hayes has not yet made hiic 
self illustrious. But he is confident thu 
tht colored m.tn can ouly be properly 
qualified for exercising the right of suf- 
frage by a, generous system of nation il 
education, and us positive that there is> 
great danger in further delay. 
To thi: 


it may be unswpred that the country Ua, 
mauagud to get along very well sine. 
the war; that the colored people, iguor 
ant as they nre, havu not been found 
dangerous element when permitted i 
vote; that the Southern States iinpror 
in credit and in general prosperity i 
about the suine ratio as the pohticu 
privileges of their colored pnpulatioj 
that in fine, the general govemmnut, in 
atead of being imperilled by the ignor 
auce of a few blacks, has not only bhown 
Its capacity for taking euro of itself but, 
them also. There id no political o.vut 
ao senseless and contemptible us thi- 
talk about the necessity "of educiU'on as 
a qualification for the suffrage. 
If the 


State had no further interest 10, the ud 
ucatiou of its people than to secure uu 
intelligent vote, it had better close its 
schools and abolish the school fund. 
We say this, not in contempt of educa- 
tion, but because education does not 
create reverence for politics aud politi- 
cians. The worst governed city on thin 
continent—New York—is fall of educa- 
ted, wideawake business meu, and the 
many scandals that have afflicted poll 
tics there are laid at the door of these 
men, the complaint against them being 
that they are too busy to give attention 
to political affairs, and making money 
so rapidly and under such facilities for 
conceding them wealth, that the quos 
tion of taxation does not affect them. 
And us far as the effect of education iu 
inspiring u higher regard for the suf- 
frage, we have known men of the high- 
eat learning to neglect their voto year 
after year, often for no higher reason 
than a visit ora business trip out of 
town, au unpleiwunt day, or a fit of 
quamishness. 


On the other hand, those commun- 


ities in which education abounds aro 
prolific of politicians and place-hunter.-;, 
thus productug a division of counsels 
that almost invariably operates to the 
pnbiiu disadvantage. 
Wo had a very 


forcible illustration of this in tha recent 
elections of United States Senatois; the 
Southern Stutes invariably rtturumg 
their men of experience, and the North- 
ern States almost us invaluably Ji-tiuiss- 
fug their tried aud faithful servants 
and electing new men. Thus the Soutii 
with its lack of a school system aud an 
educated suffrage, makes itsaif atron^-T 
in the Soauta than the North with ill. 
its boasted enlightenment. 
We repc-.it, 


therefore, that as a purely political in- 
vestment our school system is a fail..10 
and might as well be suspended. Nn 
so, however, when W9 come to take into 
account the preparation which th -y 
give both men and women for fulfill. 
competently and honorably ^oll 
tut 


oal industry that' there may be no far- 
ther necessity for going abroad for 
skilled labor. 
The experiment of in- 


fftstrial education is being tried in the 
St. Louis Manual Training School, and 
has mat with marked success. 
From 


the opening of the school in 1880, when 
67 pupils were in attendance, the num- 
ber has increased to 173, and next year 
200are expected. 
Of the boys who grad- 


uated this Spring, 26 have taken the full 
three years course. 
For one year 


they were wood-workers; the second 
year they were all smiths, and the last 
year they were all machinists or engi- 
neers. 
Other cities are beginning to 


follow the example of Si, Louis, and 
public men have spoken approvingly of 
the work of which that city is the pio- 
neer. The time has come when this 
country mast take a new departure in 
the work of education. Tho idea kept 
constantly before the mind of the pupil 
tbat his education was furnished by the 
State in order that ho might discharge 
his duty to the State, i. e. vote, is most 
demoralizing. Now the State begins to 
leahze that -voting is a matter of small 
account comjpared with the ability to 
make a success of life in some honor- 
able vocation. 
Given tLe education 


that will enable the mau to live honest- 
ly 3G4 days of the year, and thi»re is 
little daug3r that he will make a bad 
use of his vote on the 365th.
